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REMARKS 

Claims 7 and 15 are amended. 
£• 35 U.&C m 

Claims 4, 7. and 1 5 have been rejected by the Examiner as indefinite for foiling to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that the applicant regards as the 
invention. 

A. Claim 4 

The Examiner asked what edge has a radius "of at least one millimeter." Claim 4 
requires, "edge- free part of t he wall has curvatures with a radius of at least one millimeter". This 
is descri bed on page 13, lines 11-19 of the Specification. The "edge-free" part of the wall is 
described in claim 1 whi ch states, "the wall of the measuring chamber is designed, such that it is 
tree from any edges with the exception of the inlet and outlet openings and the transition from 
the membrane to the remaining part of the wall." 

B. Claim 7 

The Examiner has indicated that Figure 4 shows the cross-section of inlet 8 is smaller, not 
larger, than the cross-section of the outlet opening 9. The claim has been amended to include 
"cross sectional area" instead of "cross section". The cross sectional area can be seen in Figure 
5. This is also described on page 1 3, lines 24 -39 of the Specification. 

C. Claim 15 

The Examiner has questioned the term "housing" as recited in claim 15. Claim 15 has 
been amended and no longer includes the term "housing".
